Cannot Something be Done? 


A hard-working fisherman approached 


a JOURNAL reporter last evening and 
communicated a state of affairs co'ucern- 
tag the fishways on the Trnckee Biver 
that is not at all creditable to this State. 
He is a muu who tries to earn his liviug 
in an honorable, decent way, yet is de- 
barred from his profession of fisherman 
by the operation of the laws, lor at least 
a quarter of the year. 
During the 


whole twelve mouths fish may be caught 
end sold in California, while in this 
State the selling is prohibited for a cer- 
tain period. But this is not all, for the 
fish in this State arc allowed to be 
caught and sold during a certain period 
of the spawning season, yet prohibited 
from sale during a part of the time when 
sn full growth. To add to the hard- 
ahips of local fishermen, thuru are no 
ladder-ways kopt clear up the Truckee 
Biver, and Indians stand at the differ- 
»nt 
obstructions, grab-hookiag 
tiie 


iaront, which, in trying to leap the ways 
op the stream, are noticed by hundreds 
of different observers to pass spawn, so 
desperate are their endeavors to fulfill 
the laws of their nature, and proceed 
op the stream. Complaints have been 
made without avuil. If this State would 
«>nly allow fishing for disposal, to be 
Jree throughout the year, and maintain 
hatcheries as California does, there 
would bo a small army of fishermen 
who could maintain themselves honora- 
bly and aid in the general prosperity of 
Beno, nud perhaps along the whole 
tine of the Trnckee Biver.

An KtKht Months' Pilgrimage la the 


East. 


About eight months ago Mother Do- 


lores, the esteemed SoperioreM of Monnt 
Saint Mary's Academy here in Beno,

1,600 children taught entirely free and 
without cost in all the branches, from 
simple rudiments until a graduating 
diploma was handed them—free. 


Thence the Mother left for Hartford, 


staying among" warm friends over a 
week, and then departed for N«w York 
City, where she psided throe weeks. 
While there she met Cardinal McClos- 
key and his coadjutor, together with 
the numerous other dignitaries of the 
Cardinal-Episcopate.
